K a n sa s City, Sept. 
19.— T he dele­ 
gates rep resen tin g seven political p a r ­ 
ties of reform, who cam e here to “ the 
Allied Third p a rty ” conference, held 
th e ir first joint session after two days 
of se p a ra te conference m eetings be­ 
hind closed doors. 
All of the pre­ 
liminary work of launching the new 
political party, which is to be a union 
of all reform parties, was done by the 
conference com m ittee of the several 
delegations before the delegates met 
in joint session. 
It was decided th at 
th e new party is to be called “the Al­ 
lied party.” and a platform was agreed 
upon by the conference committees. 
T h e platform dem ands the initiative 
and referen d u m and public ownership 
of public utilities; 
declares against 
land speculation and alien ownership; 
ravors "scientific money, based on the 
e n tire wealth of the people of the na 
lion. and not redeem able in any spe­ 
cific commodity, but to be full legal 
te n d e r for all debts, to be Issued by 
th e govern m en t only, without the in 
tervention of banks, in sufficient quan 
ttty to m eet the re q u ire m e n ts of com 
c o e r c e dem an d s 
Ju st and Natural Taxation 
and 
the election of president, 
vice 
president, federal judges and senators 
by direct vote; favors the creation of 
the d e p a r tm e n t of labor and equitable 
a rb itra tio n ; favors the establishm ent 
of postal savings banks, and favors 
suah 
constitutional a m e n d m e n t s as 
m ay be necessary to m ake the above 
laws 
T h e purpose of the joint session was 
to decide upon the time and place to 
hold th e convention which will meet 
to ratify the actions of this confer 
entre and perfect m e p e rm a n e n t or 
ganization of the new party. 
The con 
ference was called to order by J 
HL 
Cook of Carthage. 
Dr J E. Cham bers 
was elected tem p o rary c h a irm a n of 
th e conference. 
T he te m p o rary 
organization 
was 
m a d e p e rm a n e n t, and a co m m ittee of 
five, consisting of one fusion Populist, 
two middle-of-the-road Populists and

Canton, O., Sept. 19.—T enderly and 
fr'verently those who had known Will 
lam McKinley best received his m ar 
tyred body Into their arms.

Sept. 19.— Tenderly ami 
feverently those who had known Will­ 
iam McKinley best received his m a r ­ 
tyred body into their arms. 
They had 
forgotten the Illustrious career of the 
s ta t e s m a n in the loss of a great per­ 
sonal friend who had grown d e a re r 
to th e m with the passing of the years. 
They hardly noticed th e president of 
the U nited States or his cabinet, or

Canton, O., Sept. 19 —Tenderly nnd 
feverently those who had known W ill 
lam McKinley beat received his mar­ 
tyred body Into their arms. They had 
forgotten the illustrious career of the 
statesman in the loss of n great per­ 
sonal friend who had grown dearer 
to them with the passing of the years. 
They hardly noticed the president of 
the United States or hia cabinet, or 
the generala and admirals In their 
resplendent uniforms. 
The beautiful 
flag-draped casket which 
contained 
the body of their friend and fellow 
townsman held all their thoughts, He 
had left them two weeks ago In the 
full tide of the strength of a glorious 
manhood and they had brought him 
oaek dead. Anguish was In the heart 
of every man, woman nnd child. The 
entire population of the little city and 
thousands from nil over Ohio, the full 
strength of the national guard of the 
state, eight regiments, three batteries 
of artillery, one battalion of engineers, 
O.ooo men in all; the governor, lieuten­ 
ant governor and a Justice of the su 
preme court, representing the three 
branches of the state 
government, 
were at the station to receive the re­ 
mains. 
The whole town was in deep 
black. The only house in all this sor 
row-stricken city, strange as it may 
seem, without a touch of mourning 
drapery, was the old familiar McKin­ 
ley cottage on North Market street, 
to which so many distinguished men 
in the country have made pilgrimages 
in the days that are gone. The blinds 
were drawn, but there was no out­ 
ward token of the blow 
that had 
robbed it of its most precious posses­ 
sion. 
The flowers bloomed on the 
town ns they did 
two weeks ago. 
There waa 
Not Even a Bow of Crepe 
upon the door when 
the stricken 
widow was carried by Abner McKinley 
and Dr. Rlxey through it 
into the 
darkened home from which the light 
for her, had fled forever. 
Only the 
hitching post at the curb in front of 
the residence bad been awatked In 
black by mm citlsens in order that it 
might conform to the general scheme 
of mourning decoration that had been 
adopted. 
Bad as was tbe procession which 
bore the body to tbe courthouse, where 
U lay tn sute, It could not compare 
with the laftnite sadness of that end 
lees double line of broken hearted peo­ 
ple who streamed steadily through the 
dimly lighted corridors of the build­ 
ing from the time 
the coffin wps 
opened until It was token home to the 
sorrowing widow at nightfall.

Perhaps It was the great 
cbaage that had come upon the coun­ 
tenance which moved them more than 
the sight of the familiar reatures. The 
signs of discoloration which appeared 
upon the brow and cheeks at the state 
ceremonial In 'the rotanda of the Cap* 
ttol at Washington had deepened. The 
lips had become livid. All but two of 
tbe lights of the chandelier above the 
bead were extinguished in order that 
the cbaage might appear torn notice 
able, but everyone who viewed the re­ 
mains remarked the darkeaed 
fea 
tu rea and the ghastly lips.

"It cannot bo doubted by those fa­ 
milia r with conditions In certain Latin- 
Arnerican countries In the tropical part 
of .South and Central America that 
some of the most embarrassing ques­ 
tions which the United States will have 
to meet In the future will arise from its 
relations with Biose republics.

questions, of a difficult and delicate 
nature, will arise through no fault of 
the government of the United States. 
"The world has as yet made no de­ 
mand upon the productive capacity of 
South and Central America. This lost 
portion of the western hemisphere has 
been reserved for Hie future. 
But in 
the strenuous rivalry tor vaster com­ 
mercial relations every available part 
of the earth’s surface will be scanned, 
and one way or another every land 
w ill have to respond to the world’s de­ 
mand. 
"lf our commercial sway Is to be 
widened, the building of an isthmus 
canal Is the Arni UNP0 ut la! step In that 
direction, and It logically follows that 
control of the canal must be with us. 
The building of an isthmus canal will 
be of enormous benefit to the Lntin- 
Amerlean republics bordering the Car­ 
ibbean sea. 
"It seems to me, however, that one 
of the plain duties which the Immedi­ 
ate future will enforce upon the gov­ 
ernment of the United States will he 
that of Insisting upon a higher degree 
of responsibility oti the part of some of 
the republics In tropical lait In-Ameri­ 
ca. 
This will not be a pleasant duty, 
but It Is one that s ill have to be per­ 
formed, and, on the whole, perhaps the 
sooner It la done the better will It be 
for the world In general.”

educated at one of the fashionable 
schools and has spent several years 
traveling abroad.

nierclal relations every available part 
of the earth’s surface w ill be scanned, 
and one way or another every land 
w ill have to respond to the world’s de­ 
mand. 
“ If our commercial away Is to be 
widened, the building of an isthmus 
canal Is the first essential step In that 
direction, and It logically follows that 
control of the canal must be with us. 
The building of an Isthmus canal w ill 
be of enormous benefit to the Latin- 
American republics bordering the Car­ 
ibbean sea.
